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FIRE CHIEF’S REPORT 


A disastrous fire in May of 1964 destroyed the resi- 
dence of Milton Wright. The fact that the telephone was 
unreachable when the fire was discovered made it necessary 
to go to a neighbor a half mile away to call the Depart- 
ment. When the trucks arrived, it was already too late to 
do anything except protect exposures. Mutual Aid helped 
out with this. 

In telephoning the Fire Department, all fire phones are 
listed by themselves on the back page of the Telephone 
Book. If any trouble is experienced in getting a direct call, 
the full power of the Mutual Aid can be secured bv calling 
the Control Center in Keene 352-1100. They have radio in 
addition to telephone to use. 

The large number of new houses in town, together 
with the proposal for building a Consolidated High School 
in this Town, indicates the necessity for up-grading our 
fire apnaratus in the near future. We have, therefore, re- 
quested an article in the Warrant to set aside funds in the 
Capital Reserve Fund for this purpose. 

We strongly recommend that people who have built, 
or are contemplating water hole construction, include a dry 
hydrant in the plan. These are not simple or inexpensive 
to build; but they are invaluable when needed. 

Bear in mind also, that the Fire Department badly 
needs men to attend Fire Drills, for annaratus can not be 
efficiently handled in an emergency without prior practice. 

The Department assisted under Mutual Aid at fires 
in Alstead, Walpole, and Charlestown. George L. Porter 
assisted at a forest fire in Unity. 


FIRE WARDEN REPORT 


The extraordinary care exercised by the Townspeople 
in prevention of grass and brush fires resulted in financial 
saving for the Town. 1964 was the driest and most dan- 
gerous forest fire year in anyone’s memory. 

Two lightning fires in remote areas caused expense 
that was larger than the size of the fires would indicate; 
but viewed from the standpoint of potential danger, we 
got off cheaply. 

Another thing that helps a lot is that people call up 
to tell us when they want to burn even in winter when no 
permit is required. An unnecessary trip to find out the 
cause of a big smoke is thus avoided. 
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REPORT OF THE DISTRICT CHIEF 


The 1964 forest fire season surpassed the record year 
of 1963 in both length and severity. For the second succes- 
Sive year, we experienced a rainfall deficiency of more than 
ten inches and the compounding of such drought conditions, 
together with the many days of strong, dry winds, charac- 
terized 1964 as one of the most hazardous years in the 
past half century. Although our fire season was three 
weeks longer than that of 1963, the number of fires showed 
only a slight increase and more remarkable was the fact 
that the area burned dropped from 2,280 acres in 1963 to 
900 acres in 1964. Early detection and rapid response kept 
many potential fire disasters from becoming reality. We 
all owe a debt of gratitude to the men in this community 
who responded and fought our fires so efficiently. Our 
state is now 86% wooded and its economy — both indus- 
trial and recreational — is greatly dependent on this forest 
resource. The responsibility for adequate fire protection of 
this great area — 4,350,000 acres — is everyone’s respon- 
sibility and prevention is one of our most effective tools. 

Prevention is good common sense. 

1. Take your rubbish to the town dump. If you must 
burn, obtain a permit and watch your fire until it 
is dead out. 

2. Instruct your children in fire safety. Keep matches 
from young children. Explain to them the dangers 
of lighting matches and making outdoor fires. 

3. Be sure discarded smoking material and matches 
are out. 

A major portion of our preventable fires this year 
are chargeable to three causes: (1) permit fires allowed 
to escape; (2) children playing with matches; and (3) 
smokers. Let’s be mindful of the fact that all such fires 
endanger property and lives. 

We wish to thank you for your very fine cooperation 
during the past fire season and with your continued co- 
operation we are confident that we can improve our fire 
record in 1965.

School Organization

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Administrative Changes in 1965 


Due to the retirement of your superintendent there 
will be a change in the Supervisory Organization for the 
coming school year. 

The Charlestown office of Union No. 5 will be closed 
as of October 1965. The present complex of towns will be 
absorbed in other Unions and this office will be eliminated. 

Langdon, on the above mentioned date will become a 
part of the Walpole Supervisory Union. This arrangement 
represents a first step toward the final organization of the 
Cooperative School District in July 1966. 


State Reimbursements 
We should mention that the Langdon School District 
received this year from the State, the following financial 
aid: 
1. Foundation Grant $ 10,343.54 
2. Sweepstakes Money 2,094.43 
These amounts have been used to reduce the financial 
Support required to be raised by local taxation for educa- 
tional purposes. 


School Imvrovements and Maintenance 

During the summer the school building was thoroughly 
cleaned, the desks varnished and the floors washed, sealed 
and waxed. Mr. Chaloux takes pride in the appearance 
of the floors and the general condition of the rooms. He 
has been our janitor in this school now for the past three 
years. 

To improve efficiency of classroom teaching money 
was provided for the installation of chalk boards in both 
rooms. An SRA Reading Lab was purchased to improve 
speed and comprehension in reading. 


Superintendent’s Recommendations 

1. That florescent lights be installed in the hallway 
and both classrooms. The present fixtures do not give 
adequate light on dark days during the winter months. 

2. That the exterior of the building be repainted. 

3. That an additional unit of swings be purchased 
for the playground or supplement the present equipment. 

4. That the hallway and toilet rooms be redecorated. 


Summary

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


In September Sarah Porter School opened with an 
enroliment of forty-six pupils, evenly divided between the 
two rooms. We are pleased to have Mrs. Whitcher of South 
Ryegate, Vermont with us again, assuring the continued 
smooth operation to the school routine. 

In September, Mrs. Whitcher attended a nine week 
extension course in CHILDREN’S LITERATURE. She 
found this a pleasant as well as rewarding experience. The 
opportunity to attend educational classes in Charlestown is 
much appreciated. 

Mrs. Barbara Putnam returned as teacher-princiipal 
in the intermediate room. Due to an increased enrollment, 
and the introduction of THE NEW MATH there has not 
been time, as yet, to invite third grade to join our science 
class. It is honed this can be included in our schedule later 
in the year. 

We are most fortunate in having funds made available ° 
to us for the purchase of MODERN MATH textbooks and 
workbooks for both primary and intermediate grades. This 
has made the teaching and learning of arithmetic a chal- 
lenge to all involved. The intermediate group has found it 
necessary to learn the basic vocabulary and terminology 
which is now given to the primary grades, as well as the 
new processes for their own grade level. This should give 
them a more equal opportunity to compete with others at 
the Junior High level. 

Langdon Parents Club has generously given money for 
the purchase of additional reference books and pamphlets. 

Sarah Porter School is located at the intersection of 
four roads. With the increase in travel and especially speed 
of travel, the need for School signs at each approach is 
more apparent each year. This has been brought to the 
attention of the proper authorities, and it is hoped this 
lack will be remedied in the near future, for the safety of 
our children. 

Miss MaclIver, school nurse, has visited us several 
times. The children have had vision and hearing tests, and 
been weighed and measured. We wish to express our thanks 
for the pleasure as well as the benefits of Miss Maclver’s 
visits. 

Mrs. Whitcher and I wish to thank Mr. Stickney and 
members of the school board for their assistance and ef- 
forts in our behalf.

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SCHOOL NURSE’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Langdon I here- 
with submit my annual report as School Nurse of Super- 
visory Union No. 5. 

During the school year 1963-64 forty-two vision tests 
were done. Four children were found to have visual prob- 
lems and all of these children were examined by their fam- 
ily eye doctor. Corrections were made as needed. 

Hearing tests were done on forty-two children. Two 
audiograms were done. An audiogram consists of a graph 
of hearing which shows the loudness level or the threshold 
at which one can just barely hear each of the tones of the 
audiometer. Two children were found to have hearing 
problems. Both children are under the care of the family 
physician. 

Forty-two children were weighed, measured and check- 
ed for noticeable problems. Dental needs present the great- 
est problem. A great many services are available in the 
medical field through the State Department of Health and 
various service organizations but dental care remains at a 
minimum. 

Forty-two children and two adults were given the 
Tuberculin Patch Test. No one reacted to the test. This 
coming Spring a change will be made in the testing method 
and the Stern Test will be used. 

Sabin Vaccine for the prevention of Polio was again 
made available during the summer. Attendance at the 
clinics was only fair. We hope to offer the Vaccine again 
before the close of school. 

On the whole it has been a good year health-wise. 
Serious illnesses and communicable diseases were ati 
minimum. 

I would like to take this opportunity to thank the 
School Board, Mir. Stickney, the school personnel and the 
parents for their continuing support of the Health Pro- 
gram.
